, SEDELIGHTS ON THE BOER © 
ee ‘WAR. . 
Incidents on the Boer Side. . 

Wo have been shown & letter ‘written ‘by 

a Scotsman, who participated in the open- 
ing fighis in the. Boor campaign in 1899-20, 
which gives a good idea of the way in which 
the Orange Free State drifted into the. war 
against Great Britain. The writer haa 
been snony years in Kroonstad. The -fol- 
lowing is an oxtract from the letter :— 
_ It’s along story, You sec, overy white 
Msn, No matter his nationality, wlio holds 
fixed property to the value of £500, is a 
burgher of the- State.’ By right, “also, the 
Governmant claims you as its subject ; Lut: 
before yon get vofing tights you must bo 
sworn. asa burgher, i.e., subject of the 
OFS. ; 

Now, perforec, as a full-tledged’ burgher, 
and alse holding a commission as an officer 
of Volunteers, I had to serve, whether I 
liked it or Mot, with {Reitz's Own,’ We 
were urdered tu the borders of Natal, and 
wore told-that we wero not to go over the 
line, We loft Kroonstad on 3rd October, 


and nade vin Reitz and Horrismith to the 
frontier. But, alas, it was pitch dark and 
mining, 80 we were o¢er the line and into 
Natal before we knew it. None of our 
Kroonstad lot knew anything about that 
part of the State or line of demarcation ; 
but, about noon, when we did know what 
Stow there was. T got all the Kroonstad 
men together—dencons and elders of 
the Dutch Reformed Church—and said that 
war had not been delared, and_ by: this act 
we had virtually declared war against Her 
Majesty's Government. You ought to have 
heard the hub-bub—these old men did not 
want to bs humbugged by anyone. 

T knew I had gained my point, so left 
them to thresh it out. 

It was referred to General ‘Joubert (of 
the Transvaal ; as yet the O.F.S. had not 
elected u fighting general). It was soime 
time afterwards that they fownd out who 
had caused the facus,’ amongst the.other 
firo-catora who were all for a fight with ‘de 
fordomdé rovinck.’: But the old mon all 
kept quiet, and some turned back a hit to- 
wards thd frontier with their waggons, 
Ultimately they came on. *

T hed a terrible ‘experionce after this 
fight,. while out looking for-a pounded 
Boor, who could not bo found anywhere, 
Several ambulance parties were out for two 
days looking for him.
